I have appointed a subcommittee of the Children and 
Human Services Committee to recommend strategies for 
encouraging children at-risk to stay in school. The 
Subcommittee on Strategies to Keep Children At-Risk in 
School will be co-chaired by Representatives Spencer 
Coggs and Barbara Notestein. The other subcommittee 
members will be Representatives Peter Bock, DuWayne 
Johnsrud and Ben Brancel. 

The charge of the subcommittee is to examine 
alternatives and develop recommendations for cost-
effective means to complete high school (and, hopefully, 
to go on to post-secondary educational institutions). 
Successful completion of high school is a key element in 
stemming delinquency, future dependence on welfare, 
unemployment, teen-age pregnancy, alcohol and other 
drug abuse, and, instead, in helping youths to become 
contributing members of society and participants in the 
work force. 

I have asked the subcommittee to develop 
recommendations by mid-May in order to get those 
recommendations to the Welfare Reform Committee and 
the Joint Finance Committee for inclusion in the budget.
